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SPECIAL  REPORT 

NUMISMATICS  INTERNATIONAL  - AN  EDUCATIONAL  ORGANIZATION 


From  its  inception  in  1964  a principal  goal  of  Numismatics  Internation- 
al has  been  to  encourage  the  study  of  numismatics  among  its  members  and 
to  provide  a basis  for  an  educational  organization  from  which  its  memb- 
ers and  the  general  public  may  benefit  from  the  numismatic  knowledge 
brought  to  it  and  gained  by  its  members.  This  goal  has  been  attained 
in  part  by  its  recognition  and  chartering  by  the  State  of  Texas  as  a 
non-profit  educational  organization  in  1971- 

Since  that  time  NI  has  not  only  continued  to  publish  an  informative 
monthly  bulletin,  but  has  published  a book  written  by  one  of  its 
members  in  furtherance  of  its  educational  purpose. 

Another  goal  - an  important  goal  - has  now  been  attained.  Numismatics 
International  has  now  been  recognized  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
as  an  educational  organization  and  has  granted  NI  an  exemption  under 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  This  exemption  can  mean  a great  deal  to 
NI  and  its  members  and  has  the  potential  to  assist  NI  in  its  education- 
al goal. 

Under  the  exemption,  NI  is  exempt  from  Federal  Income  Tax  under  Section 
501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Furthermore,  individuals  may 
make  contributions  to  NI  and  deduct  the  value  of  the  contributions  from 
their  income  for  tax  purposes  as  provided  in  Section  170  of  the  Code. 
Similarly,  bequest,  legacies,  devises,  transfers,  or  gifts  to  NI  are 
deductable  for  Federal  estate  and  gift  tax  purposes  under  Sections 
2055,  2106  and  2522  of  the  Code. 

What  this  exemption  really  means  is  that  NI  now  has  a means  of  con- 
tinuing its  educational  purpose  assisted  by  contributions  and  gifts 
from  its  members  and  supporters.  Gifts  may  be  in  the  form  of  cash, 
books,  coins  or  any  other  property  which  NI  can  use  or  dispose  of  to 
support  its  activities. 

Any  such  contributions  to  NI  will  be  formally  acknowledged.  The  ack- 
nowledgement will  serve  as  a record  for  the  donor  on  which  a tax  de- 
duction may  be  based. 


NI  LIBRARY  HAS  SIGNIFICANT  INCREASE  IN  SIZE 

The  NI  library  has  recently  had  a significant  increase  in  size.  This 
increase  is  due  to  the  generous  gift  of  Walter  Bezner  of  Dallas,  Texas 
who  gave  his  entire  numismatic  library  to  NI.  Walt's  library  included 
over  200  books  and  a number  of  periodicals. 

A second  sizable  donation  was  made  by  Marvin  L.  Fraley,  Lubbock,  Texas. 
Marvin  gave  over  'JO  books  and  a number  of  periodicals  and  catalogs. 

Both  of  these  donations  are  appreciated  by  NI  and  will  make  available 
to  NI  members  a large  number  of  books  for  use  in  their  numismatic 
studies.  Thse  new  books  will  be  included  in  the  NI  Library  List  that 
is  now  in  preparation.

EDITOR  I AL 

About  once  each  year  I come  to  the  point  of  deciding  whether  to  push 
the  "panic  button"  or  not.  This  usually  occurs  just  after  a 32  or  36 
page  mailing  of  the  NI  Bulletin  which  has  almost  depleted  my  entire 
stock  of  numismatic  articles  on  hand. 

As  editor  of  the  HI  Bulletin,  most  of  the  time  I have  been  in  the 
enviable  position  of  having  an  excellent  backlog  of  material  on  hand 
for  future  publication,  thanks  to  the  fine  support  of  our  membership. 

In  1973  we  undertook  the  expansion  of  the  NI  Bulletin  to  a projected 
total  of  300  pages.  When  I agreed  to  this  expansion  I knew  at  that 
time  the  authors  among  the  membership  would  have  to  increase  their 
support  in  order  for  us  to  continue  publishing  original  articles  on 
varied  items  of  interest. 

One  interesting  aspect  is  that  in  the  172  pages  published  through  July 
of  this  year,  approximately  117  pages  were  numismatic  articles  sub- 
mitted by  the  membership,  or  68$  of  the  entire  content  of  the  NI 
Bulletin.  This  figure  does  not  include  Book  Reviews.  Most  other  pub- 
lications turn  to  advertising  for  their  printing  revenue,  but  even  if 
they  omitted  the  advertising  from  their  page  count,  it  is  doubtful  if 
many  would  reach  the  68$  content  of  numismatic  articles. 

Once  again  it  is  time  to  decide  if  we  need  to  push  the  "panic  button". 

I presently  have  on  hand  enough  material  for  publication  of  one  or 
possible  two  more  issues.  The  backlog  has  not  been  this  low  in  some 
time.  We  have  additionally  on  hand  material  for  three  monographs 
which  we  plan  to  publish  separately.  If  worst  got  to  worst,  we  could 
print  these  monographs  in  the  regular  issue  of  the  NI  Bulletin,  expand- 
ing our  "on  hand"  material  to  enough  for  5 or  6 issues. 

Many  of  you  have  promised  articles  and  are  probably  working  on  articles. 
This  is  sincerely  appreciated  and  I shall  look  forward  to  receiving 
them  as  soon  as  they  are  completed.  I would  also  like  to  urge  those 
of  you  who  have  not  had  any  thoughts  of  writing  a numismatic  article 
to  give  it  serious  consideration.  It  is  a rewarding  experience  to 
complete  an  article  and  have  it  published,  sharing  your  knowledge 
about  your  particular  specialty  with  the  rest  of  the  membership.  It 
may  surprise  some  of  you  to  know  that  about  95$  of  all  material  re- 
ceived is  published  in  the  NI  Bulletin.  I have  always  taken 
the  attitude  that  the  NI  Bulletin  should  be  a proving  ground  for  aspir- 
ing numismatic  writers,  as  well  as  an  outlet  for  publication  of  the  more 
professionally  written  articles.  Novice  or  expert,  we  welcome  all 
material,  rejecting  very  little. 

There  is  no  worry  that  we  will  not  attain  our  goal  of  300  pages  at  the 
end  of  this  year  due  to  a shortage  of  material  received.  If  necessary 
we  will  go  back  into  the  early  days  of  the  NI  Bulletin  and  reprint 
some  of  the  better  articles  that  many  of  the  newer  members  of  NI  did 
not  have  the  opportunity  to  read. 

However,  I wish  to  make  this  appeal  to  all  members  to  consider  writing 
an  article  about  your  specialty.  Short  "filler"  type  items  are  also 
urgently  needed  to  fill  out  the  bottom  of  the  page  in  many  instances. 

If  you  need  help,  let  us  know  and  we  will  be  glad  to  assist  any  way 
we  can.  Thank  you.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

"Muenzen  auf  Briefmarken" . Band  1.  Europa.  39  pages.  Verlag: 
Buchdruckerei  Erich  Proeh,  1 Berlin  26.  DM  6, — ("Coins  on  Stamps", 
Vol.  1:  Europe) 

A fairly  populous  specialty  of  philatelists  is  "Coins  on  Stamps". 

Also,  increasing  numbers  of  coin  collectors  are  finding  that  the  col- 
lecting of  stamps  with  pictures  of  coins  is  an  interesting  and 
educational  sideline.  Most  of  the  coins  pictured  on  stamps  are  im- 
portant in  the  monetary  history  of  the  issuing  country;  many  of  them 
are  rare,  beyond  the  reach  of  the  average  collector;  and  pictures  of 
coins  on  stamps  are  usually  clear,  showing  detail  which  the  typical 
coin  photograph  does  not  show. 

Thus  both  the  numismatist  and  the  philatelist  have  an  interest  in 
booklets  such  as  this  one.  The  pictures  are  large  and  clear,  and  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  picture  all  stamp  designs  with  coins.  Medals 
and  paper  money  on  coins  are  not  included. 

The  numbers  of  the  stamps  as  given  in  the  1972  edition  of  the  Michel 
Europakatalog  are  listed. 

A good  knowledge  of  German  is  not  necessary  to  read  the  listings. 

But  for  one  who  does  not  know  German,  a German-English  dictionary  is 
necessary.  The  very  last  listing,  for  example,  reads: 

"2.  70  L MiNr.  395  gleiche  Zeichnung" 

This  refers  to  a Vatican  stamp.  "Gleiche  Zeichnung1  means  "Same 
Design". 

Most  users  would  be  happier  with  this  book  if  it  had  more  words  of 
explanation  about  the  coins.  The  very  first  listing  is  puzzling. 

Henri  Jaspar,  Belgian  lawyer  and  stateman,  is  shown  with  an  unissued 
trial  coin.  But  why?  What  is  the  reason  for  such  a coin  design  on 
this  stamp?  The  stamp  catalogs  don't  say.  Neither  does  this  book. 

But  the  listings  generally,  although  sketchy,  are  considerably  more 
informative  than  ttose  of  the  stamp  catalogs. 

Looking  through  the  booklet,  one  is  struck  by  the  lack  of  represent- 
ation of  Roman  coins  on  stamps,  compared  with  Greek  and  medieval. 

But  there  are  a few  Roman  ones,  and  it  would  be  possible  to  construct 
a brief  history  of  European  coinage  illustrated  by  these  stamps. 

Presumably  Vol.  1 will  be  followed  by  others,  until  stamps  of  all 
stamp-issuing  countries  which  depict  coins  will  be  covered.

NEW  COUNTERMARK 
THAILAND” 


by  Albert  J.  Ruh 

(Ed.  Note:  The  article  being  questioned  by  the  author  was  published 

in  the  June,  1973  issue  of  the  NI  Bulletin. ) 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  arguments  presented  for  attributing  the 
countermarked  French  Indochina  piastre  to  Thailand  are  based  upon  in- 
correct premises  and  cannot  be  considered  as  any  evidence  that  this 
coin  represents  a hitherto  unknown  legitimate  issue  of  the  Siamese 
Government. 

The  author's  main  justification  consists  of  attempting  to  establish  a 
relationship  between  one  of  the  countermarks  and  an  old  Siamese  system 
of  designating  values.  Overlooked  is  a crucial  point:  there  is  no 

value  Indicated  on  the  countermark.  To  identify  with  the  Siamese  value 
notation  system,  there  must  be  a numerical  character  in  any  one  or 
more  of  the  possible  locations.  For  example,  a gambling  token  illustr- 
ated by  LeMay  (Plate  XXIII,  number  13)  shows  a Siamese  "1"  in  the  lower 
right  hand  corner,  which  indicates  a value  of  one  fuang  (l/8  baht). 

If  we  consider  the  countermark  as  a Chinese  character,  it  is  apparent 
that,  as  it  stands,  it  resembles  either  of  two  primitive  characters. 

The  first  can  be  shown  as  a "+"  and  represents  Shih  or  ten.  The 
second  is  written  as  and  represents  Wu  or  five.  Therefore,  there 
is  a more  easily  recognized  resemblance  to  a Chinese  rather  than  a 
Siamese  character. 

Furthermore,  the  use  of  the  word  "tradition"  is  rather  misleading  when 
applied  to  the  countermarking  of  coins  by  the  Siamese  Government. 

Aside  from  the  extremely  rare  issue  of  1858-1860  (LeMay  comments  upon 
their  rarity  on  page  65  of  his  book),  I know  of  no  other  instance  where 
the  government  countermarked  foreign  coins  for  issue. 

There  are  a number  of  other  factors  that  are  related  to  the  improbability 
that  a countermarked  French  Indochina  piastre  was  a legitimate  issue 
of  the  Siamese  Government.  A few  of  thse  are  as  follows: 

a.  In  early  1889  the  Hongkong  and  Shanghai  Bank  was  authorized 
to  circulate  their  banknotes  within  Thailand  (Siam).  Al- 
though the  Siamese  Government  had  a banknote  issue  ready  to 
to  circulate  as  early  as  1893,  the  first  major  government 
issue  began  in  1902  (of  a different  design).  Several  other 
foreign  banks  were  authorized  to  circulate  their  notes  during 
the  interim.  The  availability  of  banknotes  would  alleviate 
any  possible  coin  shortage. 

b.  The  present  day  availability  of  silver  baht  coins  of  the 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Reigns  (Y-3^  and  Y-l+5)  in  Thailand  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  total  mintage  of  these  coins  was 
immense. 
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c.  According  to  LeMay,  in  VjOk  the  bullet  coins  were  demonetized 
and  some  14  million  baht  were  turned  over  to  the  Royal  Mint 
for  re-coinage.  After  World  War  I,  when  the  price  of  silver 
rose,  the  Mint  simply  adjusted  the  silver  content  of  the  baht 
coin  and  began  to  issue  one  baht  banknotes.  It  seems  that 
any  possible  coin  shortage  would  have  been  circumvented. 

d.  Finally,  the  strongest  reason  for  not  using  the  subject  coin 
as  a legitimate  issue  was  the  political  situation  in  Southeast 
Asia  after  1889.  The  Thai  people  have  been  consistently  re- 
pelled by  the  history  of  French  colonization  in  Southeast 
Asia;  even  the  people  of  Metropolitan  France  were.  After  all, 
it  took  almost  forty  years  of  slaughter  and  perfidy  for  the 
French  to  gain  control  of  French  Indochina,  considered  com- 
plete about  1899.  The  Siamese  tended  to  ally  themselves 
with  Great  Britain  during  this  period,  and  they  employed  a 
large  number  of  British  as  advisors,  including  the  Royal 
Mint  and  later  Reginald  LeMay.  Certainly,  no  one  in  his 
right  mind  would  have  considered  countermarking  a French 
Indochina  piastre  for  government  circulation! 

If  the  countermarked  piastre  was  not  a legitimate  issue  of  the  Siamese 
Government,  the  question  remains  as  to  what  it  really  is.  More  than 
likely  it  is  merely  the  "chops"  of  some  unknown  silver  shop  that  dealt 
in  silver  bullion  and  coins.  The  other  chop  does  not  resemble  any 
character  of  the  Thai  alphabet,  so  it  is  therefore  doubtful  that  it 
can  be  traced  to  Thailand  at  all. 

The  Chinese  have  been  dominant  in  the  gold  and  silversmithing  business 
of  Thailand,  and  the  rest  of  Southeast  Asia,  for  several  centuries. 

This  practice  continues  today  but  is  limited  to  the  jewelry  locally 
produced.  However,  I have  several  Siamese  bullet  coins  that  bear 
chop  marks  in  addition  to  the  paddy-seed  nick  mentioned  by  LeMay. 

Thus,  any  silver  shop  could  have  chopped  the  1889  French  Indochina 
piastre  in  Vietnam,  Malaya,  Thailand,  Laos,  Cambodia,  Burma,  or  even 
China.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA

Along  and  famous  history  was  ended  in  1782.  it  gave  to  the  world 

the  denomination  known  today  as  the  dollar  (tolar)  and  during 
that  period  of  European  coinage  the  popular  gros  coin  of 
Praque.  The  last  Czech  coins,  the  copper  1 greschl,  were  issued  in 
1782  and  the  last  silver  coins  in  1780.  Afterwards,  coins  common  to 
the  Austrian  Hapsburg  lands  were  circulated,  followed  by  coinage  of 
the  Austrian-Hungarian  types. 

After  World  War  I the  Austrian-Hungarian  Empire  was  divided  up  and  the 
Czechoslovak  Republic  was  formed  on  October  28,  1918.  It  consisted  of 
the  historic  countries  of  the  Czech  Kingdom:  Bohemia,  Moravia,  Silesia, 

Slovakia  and  Under  Carpathian  Ruthenia,  now  Carpathian  Ukraine,  settled 
of  Slav  nations  who  are  kin  to  the  Czechs. 

The  new  Czech  State  inherited  from  their  Austrian-Hungarian  rulers  an 
economy  broken  by  the  ravages  of  war.  There  was  famine  throughout  the 
country,  all  of  the  commodities  and  currency  of  the  country  had  become 
depreciated.  The  Czechoslovak  government  tried  hard  to  restore  the 
economy  but  throughout  the  country  circulated  the  coins  and  currency 
of  the  former  Austria-Hungarian  Empire.  The  economic  situation  within 
Czechoslovakia  itself  was  just  a little  better  than  that  of  her  neigh- 
bors and,  as  more  of  the  devalued  Austrian-Hungarian  monies  flowed  into 
Czechoslovakia,  it  resulted  in  a threat  to  an  alreacfy damaged  economy. 

As  a result,  the  Czechoslovak  government  closed  all  her  borders  on 
February  25,  1919  bo  curb  this  flow  of  these  currencies  into  the 
country.  From  March  3rd  to  12th  a currency  reform  was  effected  through- 
out the  country  whereby  all  citizens  were  to  present  all  of  the  current 
circulating  currencies  which  they  possessed,  half  of  which  was  to  be 
stamped  with  special  government  stamps  of  revaluation,  while  the  re- 
maining half  was  to  be  paid  to  the  government  in  accordance  to  the 
currency  reform,  establishing  the  first  standards  of  new  Czech  currency. 
The  reform  act  was  ratified  by  Act  of  Parliament  on  April  10,  1919- 

The  government  stamps  became  counterfeited  and  large  amounts  of  counter- 
feited Austro-Hungarian  coins  were  being  circulated  within  Czechoslov- 
akia. The  Czech  government  was  forced  into  making  plans  to  issue  a 
currency  system  of  their  own. 

The  first  problem  was,  what  monetary  standard  was  to  be  used  for  the 
new  coins  and  banknotes?  Among  those  brought  into  consideration  were 
HRIVNA,  an  old  Slav  name  for  metal  ingots  similar  to  the  Mark  of  the 
German  nations.  The  HRIVNA  was  first  introduced  in  Bohemia  in  1050, 
consisting  of  210  grams  of  silver,  later  increased  to  253-17  grams. 
Another  consideration  was  SOKOL  (Falcon).  The  SOKOL  was  a gymnastic 
and  sporting  association  first  established  in  1862.  The  association 
had  helped  to  prepare  the  Czech  nation  for  a national-liberation 
struggle.  The  members  of  SOKOL  comprised  the  main  body  of  the  Czech 
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forces  during  the  first  World  War  who  fought  against  Germany  and  Austria 
in  Russia,  France  and  Italy. 

Other  denominations  under  consideration  were:  RIP  (RIP  is  a mountain 

in  Bohemia  where  the  mythologic  founder  of  the  natioi)  Cech,  had  decided 
that  he  and  his  people  were  to  remain  in  Bohemia);  LEV  (Lion);  TOLAR 
(Dollar);  FRANK  (Franc)  and  GROS  (Grossus).  None  of  these  were  ap- 
proved as  the  name  HALER  (Heller  or  Stotinka)  was  selected.  Pattern 
pieces  exist  of  1 SOKOL  and  1 RIP,  designed  by  Professor  Otakar  Spaniel 
and  5 FRANKU  designed  by  Josef  Sejnosta,  struck  in  Vienna.  The  govern- 
ment decided  the  country  was  to  use  the  existing  standard:  1 KORUNA  = 

100  HALERU. 

The  Banking  Office  proclaimed  a competition  for  the  designs  of  new 
Czechoslovak  coins  on  November  l4,  1919*  Nine  artists  judged  the 
proposals  and  on  March  20,  1920  a jury  recommended  the  designs  of 
Professor  Otakar  Spaniel  and  Jan  Stursa  for  20  and  50  HALERU  but  later 
passed  the  design  of  Professor  Spaniel.  The  National  Assembly  passed 
a coinage  act  for  the  mintage  of  small  Czechoslovak  coins  by  March  1, 
1921  and  commissioned  the  government  to  give  in  circulation  the  first 
Czechoslovak  coins. 

The  old  Czechoslovak  porcelain  industrialists  had  proposed  that  the 
new  coins  be  struck  out  of  a porcelain  composition  but  their  proposal 
was  not  approved  by  the  government.  A copper-nickel  mixture  instead 
was  approved  for  the  first  20  and  50  HALERU  coins  to  be  issued  in  1921. 

It  was  yet  to  be  decided  at  which  of  the  several  famous  mints  located 
within  the  country  the  new  coins  would  be  struck.  Of  Jachymov,  Kutna 
Hora,  Praha  (Prague)  and  Kremnica,  the  latter  was  chosen  as  the  new 
national  mint.  (When  the  Czechoslovak  army  arrived  at  Kremnica  on 
December  15;  191®;  the  buildings  had  been  completely  emptied  of  their 
contents  and  machinery.  The  Hungarian  Ministry  of  Finance  in  Budapest 
had  ordered  the  removal  on  November  13,  1918-  The  entire  operation 
required  50  freight  cars  to  transport  the  contents  back  to  Budapest 
in  early  December,  1918. ) 

Meanwhile,  the  Ministry  in  Slovakia  had  nominated  a director  and  as- 
sistant director  for  the  Kremnica  Mint  who  were  charged  to  locate 
machinery  and  equipment  for  the  new  mint.  Machinery  was  obtained  from 
Paris  and  Vienna  during  1919  and  1920  and  was  set  up  for  operation  by 
the  beginning  of  January,  1921.  In  December,  1920  the  Kremnica  Mint 
appointed  a new  director,  ing.  Demetr  Petrovitz. 

The  first  output  of  coins  commenced  on  January  19;  1921  with  a specimen 
of  the  20  HALERU.  Actual  production  of  coins  began  on  June  2;  1921 
at  10:00  AM;  using  the  metal  strips  supplied  by  Sandrik  in  Dolne  Hamre 
and  Ceska  Valcovna  (Bohemia  Rolling-mill)  in  Povrly.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  40, 000, 000  20  HALERU  and  3, 000, 000  50  HALERU  pieces  had  been 
struck  and  began  to  be  placed  into  circulation  on  February  l8,  1922. 
Also,  during  this  same  period,  the  importing  of  Austrian  coins  was 
limited. 

The  20  and  50  HALERU  pieces  were  followed  by  1 KORUNA  issues  placed 
into  circulation  on  May  31;  1922;  10  HALERU  on  February  17;  1923;  5 
HALERU  on  August  13;  1923;  2 HALERE  on  March  30;  1924,  5 KORUN  on 
July  25,  1925;  10  KORUN  on  July  1,  1931;  25  HALERU  on  March  2,  1933 
and  20  KORUN  on  March  22,  1934.  The  one  and  two  DUKATY  (Ducats)  were 
issued  on  October  23,  1923- 
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All  Austrian-Hungarian  coins  were  recalled  from  circulation  on  December 
5>  1924. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  Czechoslovak  modern  coins,  however  keep  in 
mind  that  the  first  Czech  coins  were  struck  in  the  first  part  of  the 
10th  century. 


At  the  Dallas  meeting  on  July  l8th  a packed  house  enjoyed  a two  hour 
report  on  the  recently  completed  Russian  trip  by  Irving  Berlin,  Andy 
Anderson  and  Elmore  Scott.  Wives  Ann  Berlin  and  Kay  Scott  also  reported 
on  some  of  the  feminine  aspects  of  the  highly  successful  trip.  The 
trio  of  travelers  presented  numerous  color  slides  and  gave  a very 
comprehensive  report  of  the  trip. 

The  tour,  dubbed  "The  First  Numismatic  Study  Exchange  with  the  USSR", 
was  completed  on  June  21st  and  is  currently  being  given  wide  coverage 
in  two  popular  numismatic  publications.  The  weekly  "Coin  World"  news- 
paper started  running  a continued  series  of  articles  on  July  l8th 
authored  by  Russ  Rulau,  a participant  on  the  tour.  The  monthly  "World 
Coins  Magazine"  will  have  a special  edition  on  Russia  this  month  and 
will  give  wide  coverage  to  the  NI  tour. 

On  the  following  pages  some  selected  photographs  covering  highlights 
of  the  tour  are  shown.  This  pictorial  article  will  be  followed  up  by 
more  detailed  articles  concerning  the  various  collections  and  museums 
viewed  and  visited  by  the  tour  group.  The  first  of  these  articles 
should  be  ready  for  publication  in  the  September  issue  of  this  bulletin.

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GOLD  AND  SILVER  COINS  OR  THE  BAHMANI  SHAHS  OP  GULBARGA 
by  Richard  K.  Bright 

Having  written  of  the  history  of  Gulbarga  and  given  the  de- 
tails of  the  copper  coins  of  this  dynasty  in  earlier  articles 
in  this  bulletin  (Jan.  and  March,  1973)*  this  article  will 
cover  the  coins  struck  in  gold  and  silver.  The  silver  coins 
are  moderately  scarce  though  still  reasonably  priced,  when 
available,  while  the  gold  coins  could  be  considered  rare  as, 
at  most,  only  a few  have  been  recorded  of  each  type  and  they 
are  seldom  offered  on  the  market. 

The  first  ruler,  Bahman  Shah,  AD  1 3^4-7  —1  3 58,  is  not  known  to 
have  struck  coins  in  gold  but  issued  silver  coins  in  the 
weights  of  a tankah  (about  ll.lgms.)  and  its  fractions  of 
1/6th  and  1/1 2th  and,  as  with  his  copper  coins,  they  are  sim- 
ilar in  appearance  to  the  comparable  coins  of  the  Sultans  of 
Delhi  at  the  start  of  the  1i+.th  century.  While  he  was  minting 
in  silver,  the  contemporary  Delhi  Sultans  had  virtually  stop- 
ped using  this  metal  for  coins  because  of  its  scarcity  in 
their  area.  H.  Nelson  Wright,  writing  in  1936,  states  that 
only  four  tankahs  were  known  at  that  time  struck  by  the  Del- 
hi Sultan  Piruz  Shah  III,  AD  1351-1388  and  his  predecessor, 
Muhammad  III,  AD  1 325-1  35^  , struck  only  sparingly  in  silver, 
apparently  during  the  beginning  of  his  reign.  Instead  these 
rulers  made  widespread  use  of  low  grade  silver  or  billon 
coins  which  was  an  unfortunate  practice  that  the  Bahmani 
Shahs  wisely  resisted.  The  last  Delhi  Sultan  to  strike  the 
1/1 2th  tankah  was  Piruz  II,  AD  1290-1296  and  the  last  to 
issue  the  1/6th  tankah  was  Mubarak  I,  AD  I3I6-I32O. 

Muhammad  Shah  I,  AD  1358-1375*  issued  silver  coins  of  the 
same  weights  as  Bahman  Shah  plus  h and  ^ tankahs  and  insti- 
tuted the  mohur  or  gold  tankah  of  the  same  weight  as  the 
silver  piece.  The  relationship  between  the  two  is  believed 
to  have  been  20  silver  tankahs  equal  to  one  of  gold.  A sec- 
ond type  of  gold  coin  in  the  name  of  this  ruler  is  known  in 
the  dates  AH  763  and  778  and  weighs  12.7  grams.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  heavy  mohur  or  dinar  of  the  second  date  was 
struck  posthumously  by  his  successor,  Mujahid  Shah,  AD  1 375- 
1378,  as  its  date  is  two  years  after  Muhammad  is  thought  to 
have  died.  Mujahid  as  well  as  Piruz  Shah,  AD  1 397-11j-22, 
also  struck  these  dinars  and  these  three  types  plus  a tankah 
weight  'dinar'  of  Humayun  Shah,  AD  1 1(-5T —1 are  the  only 
precious  metal  Bahmani  coins  where  the  AH  date  is  written 
out  in  Persian  words  rather  than  given  in  numerals  at  the 
bottom,  either  in  or  without  an  exergue,  and  usually  on  the 
reverse . 

After  the  time  of  Muhammad  Shah  I,  the  only  fractional  tan- 
kahs were  those  struck  by  Muhammad  Shah  II,  AD  1378*1397*  in 
the  weight  of  The  fractional  tankahs  are  certainly  much 
scarcer  than  the  full  weight  coins.  The  only  four  repre- 
sented in  the  270  silver  coins  in  Khan's  catalogue  of  the 
coins  in  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Government  Museum  is  a % tankah 
of  Muhammad  Shah  II  and  three  \ tankahs  of  Muhammad  Shah  I. 
About  one-third  of  the  silver  coins  in  the  museum's  collec- 
tion were  struck  by  Piruz  Shah  while  another  third  combined 
are  coins  of  Muhammad  Shah  I and  Muhammad  Shah  II.  As  an 
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idea  of  the  metallic  makeup  of  a large  collection,  the  mu- 
seum also  has  ten  gold  and  502  copper  coins  of  the  state. 

Gold  and  silver  were  struck  regularly,  if  sparingly,  up 
through  the  reign  of  Mahmud  Shah,  AD  1 482-1 51 8,  with  the  ex- 
ceptions that  Ahmad  Shah  I,  AD  1422-1436*  struck  no  gold  and 
Ahmad  Shah  III,  AD  1 14.6I -1  J4.63,  struck  neither  gold  nor  silver. 
Copper  coins  only  were  struck  from  about  1495  to  1526  when 
the  dynasty  was  extinguished. 

Silver  and  gold  were  struck  at  the  Ahsanabad  mint  to  AH  827 
(AD  1423)  from  which  time  the  capital  and  mint  were  moved  to 
Muhammadabad.  A few  silver  tankahs  of  Muhammad  Shah  I were 
struck  at  a mint  in  Fathabad. 

In  the  following  listing,  the  coins  are  given  numbers  con- 
sistent with  those  in  my  previous  articles  on  the  copper 
coins  of  this  state  so  as  to  facilitate  a possible  amalga- 
mation at  some  later  date.

NUMISMATIC  VIGNETTE 

In  1865,  Belgium,  Italy,  France  and  Switzerland  agreed  to  a plan  to 
mint  gold  coins  according  to  established  specifications  - in  order  to 
facilitate  the  interchange  of  money  across  each  other's  borders.  The 
specification  for  the  20  franc  (20  lire  in  Italy;  20  franc  in  France, 
Belgium  and  Switzerland)  coin  required  uniformity  in  fineness,  weight 
and  diameter.  These  were:  fineness  900  or  21.6  carats,  weight 

6.45l6l  grams  gross  including  5.80644  grams  of  gold,  and  diameter  of 
21  mm. 

These  countries  who  were  party  to  this  agreement  became  known  as  "The 
Latin  Monetary  Union".  It  was  in  this  time  frame  that  Poland  became 
part  of  this  Union  and  the  1925  20  zlotych  gold  piece  conformed  to 
these  specifications.
